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RICHMOND MUST COMPETE 


Any business man that cannot compete 
with Oakland and San Franciseo has got 
to take down his sign and go out of 
business sooner or later, and he may as 
well begin figuring on that first as last. 
It can be done and it has got to be done, 
from the very nature of things. While 
the tawn is the smaller of the three the 
volume of business cannot be transacted, 
to be sure, which is one drawback to com- 
peting; on the other hand the expenses 
of doing business here is materially less 
than at cither of the other cities, in the 
way of much less rent and some other 
things which count up like everything. 
Larger stocks of goods will be handled 
in due time and this matter of competition 
will get adjusted. Local grocers ought to 
combine in the matter of baving, as one 
bigsstep in the right direction. In “such 
combination they could save a great deal 
that now goes to wholesale houses and 
middlemen. In fact, there should be a 
wholesale grocery house right here now. 

And in this respect the city, as such, 
has got to have a big amuse ‘ment park, 
such as Idora at Oakland, where the peo- 
ple can go of a Sunday or any other day, 
or evening, and enjoy themselves, the 
same as they do in all other cities of any 
note, in the many ways usually offered 
as such places of amusement. 

Golden Gate park, San Francisco, and 
Idora park, Oakland, get a lot of Rich- 
mond money; more, probably, than any 
one has any idea of. If such an amuse- 

, ment park were in opefation here, and 
largely advertised, it would not only keep 
hundreds of people and their money at 
home, but would bring hundreds here 
from ‘the outside—people from San Fran- 
cisco, Oakland, Berkeley and other towns 
who want to go %b some other locality on 
Sundays for an outing. The city and the 
street car company could well afford to 
offer generous inducement to some amuse- 
ment park corporation to establish such 
an institution here at Richmond, and 
doubtless they would be glad to do so, 
if the opportunity was put up to them. 
Here, then, is a chance for such a com- 
pany to get busy. ; 

The way to keep people at home is to 
give them what they go to-other localities 
to get, and unless you do that they are 
going away to spend a goodly percentage 
of their money. This applies to merchan- 
dise, amusement and several other things. 

If those who are in business in Rich-
